Very fresh green peas should 
cook in twenty minutes. But if 
they must be shelled they are not 
a good vegetable to choose when 
dinner must be served in thirty 
minutes because it takes 
shell peas, longer than preparing 
And if they are 
not fresh from the garden and per- 
fectly young and tender, they will 
need thirty minutes. 

Asparagus is a convenient vege- 
table if you are in a hurry be- 
cause it cooks in twenty to thirty 
minutes and is quickly prepared 

Beans, either green or yellow, 
should cook in thirty minutes if 
they are fresh and young and cut 
in dfamonds, If they break 
a snap, you may be pretty certain 
that the are fresh. Older beans 
take longer.

COVERED. Start them in boing 
water and serve as soon as tender, 
Prolonged cooking not only causes

BAKE POTATOES AN HOUR 

Potatoes vary according to the 
method. Baked potatoes need an 
hour in an oven which registers 
400 degrees F. Boiled potatoes 
require from thirty to forty-five 
minutes, depending on the size. Cut 
in half lengthwise they will cook 
tender in boiling water in thirty 
minutes. 

Individual tastes naturally influ- 
ence the time of cooking, too. Some 
people like vegetables cooked more 
than others, just as some prefer 
roast beef rare and others medium. 

Train yourself, to cook green and 
succulent vegetables in as little 
water as possible. They will need 
closer watching, but they will cook 
| quicker and taste better.

‘Traffic Department Begins 


Campaign Of Safety Tests « ofa af te 


With the holiday season rapidly ap- 
proaching, when auto traffic is heaviest 
and many motorists plan on trips, long and 
short, the city police department will open 
its “safety first’ campaign of checking up 
on all cars on Monday 

The campaign will continue until, as 
nearly as possible, every auto is mechanic- 
ally perfect, with regard to brakes, lights, 
steering and horn, Chief Constable A. G. 
Shute has announced 

The check-up move, under the direc- 
tion of Sergeant-Major Dan Fraser, chief 
traffic officer, will be set in motion Monday 
when two patrolmen will go on duty with a 
portable brake tester 
WILL GET STICKER 

When a motorist’s car is stopped, he 
will be asked to go through the routine of 
tests. If his car gets a clean bill, he will 
be given a police department sticker, to 
paste in his windshield, which will 
announce to the public that he is one of 
Edmonton's ‘‘safe drivers.”’ 

If his car is checked for defects, he 
will be asked to take it to his own garage 
or serviceman, have it put in order and 
obtain a certificate. 


This certificate of the repairman 
should then be brought to the police 
station, where police will make anothe 
test of the car, to pronounce it satisfactory 
before the safety label is issued. 

For the motorist who is anxious to 
co-operate with the police in its campaign 
to eliminate or lessen accidents, the 
traffic department has arranged a dail) 
period when the tests may be taken at the 
police station. 

Between 12 noon and 2 p.m., officers 
will be on hand with testing apparatus and 
cars will be run through the routine at 
headquarters 

A few minutes out of the lunch hour 
will suffice for any motorist to get his auto 
tested and BESURE. , 

Taking a short time out to get this 
test done and have necessary repairs and 
adjustments made may mean elimination 
of the risk to the lives of many motorists
